The firm power, which must 
be available at all times to sup-

In return for city purchase 
of a new site, the district will 
turn over the rest of its civic 
center land. 

The capital improvements 
budget approved by the coun- 
cil Tuesday covers a variety of 
projects already informally ap- 
proved by the council in pre- 
vious study meetings. 

City Manager John R. John- 
son has estimated sales tax in- 
come of $29,000. Cash balance 
as of June 30, 1962, was 
$51,607.87. Thus, estimated 
cash available was $341,607.87. 

From this amount, is sub- 
tracted $20,843.75 pledged to 
retirement of recreation, 
civic center, park and libary 
bonds, $107,662.50 pledged to 
the city’s general fund. This 
left $213,101.62 available for 
the capital improvements 
budget. 

The budget presented by 
Johnson totaled $179,250, leay- 
ing a cash balance estimate of 
$33,851.62. ‘ 

Included in it are such vary- 
ing capital improvements as 
purchase of library books, ac- 
quiring more of the Sharon 
Park site, contribution to the 
city’s off-street parking pro- 
gram, a variety of recreation 
projects, and contributions to 
neighborhood improvement 
projects, among others. 

The council also gave its 
support to San Mateo County 
plans for the first phase of 
improvement of police and 
civil defense communica- 

tions. 

Johnson explained that the 
county plans to install a cen- 
‘ral communications setup in 
the new courthouse. With the 
help of booster stations along 
Skyline Boulevard, this new fa- 
cility will be able to broadcast 
“0 most of the county emer- 
gency units. 

Councilmen also reappointed 
several city commission mem- 
bers to new terms. They are 
Mrs. Evelyn Bennet, library 
board of trustees; John Caffet, 
water commission; Kenneth 
Cooperrider, planning commis- 
sion; and Charles Marsh, per- 
sonnel board. :

“Master's Voice’ is Local 


The original oil painting of | 
“His Master’s Voice” — world 
famous trademark of RCA Vic- 
tor — was in Menlo Park last | 
week as part of a man’s tribute 
to his father. 

The man is Eldridge A. Doug- 
iass of 40 Barbara Lane. His 
father, Leon Douglass, was the 
inventor of the spring motor 
and other devices that revolu- 
tionized the phonograph indus- 
try. 

And the renowned fox ter- 
rier and vintage talking ma- 
chine? Well, it seems the origi- 
nal sketch done by an English- 
man was rejected on first pres-

“An English phonograph 
manufacturer refused to buy 
it because he considered the 
dog an insult to his product,” 
Douglass informed us. 

The American firm which la- 
ter became RCA Victor snap- 
ped it up for $2500 and agreed 
to pay the Englishman $5000 
per year for the rest of his 
life. 

The oil painting based on the 
sepia sketch is owned by Doug- 
lass’ sister-in-law in San Fran- 
cisco, and was in Menlo Park 
last week for its second public 
showing in 62 years. Douglass

BACKGROUND 

In backgrounding his tribute 
to an inventive father, Doug- 
lass recalled the circumstances 
leading to the famous wind-up 
Victrola: 

The senior Douglass was a 
young man living near Lincoln, 
Neb., when he began to work 
on the spring motor. His idea 
was to save trips to town for 
new storage batteries used in 
Edison’s electric motor model. 

Thomas Edison flatly reject- 
ed the spring motor on first 
glance. He told young Douglass 
that it wouldn’t be practical in 
mass production. 

“Grindorgan Doug, where’s 
your monkey?” Edison quip- 
ped. 

But the eventual success of 
the wind-up led him to say: 
“The tail is wagging the 
dog!” 

Douglass went on to become 
co-founder of the Victor Talk- 
ing Machine Co., predecessor 
of RCA Victor. But not all of 
his work was confined to the 
recording field. 

During his years in San Ra- 
fael and Menlo Park, the ver- 
satile Douglass pioneered in 
the making of color motion pic- 
tures and developed the first 
automatic cigarette lighter. On 
his death in 1940, he had ac- 
cumulated some 50 patents on 
his inventions. 

AN OPINION 

Tronically, famed film direc- 
tor Cecil B. DeMille once told 
Douglass that his color would 
detract from the action in a 
picture. 

Douglass works in the Palo 
Alto, Menlo Park and Redwood 
City civil defense nets while 
not occupied with his electro- 
nics business in Menlo Park.

Classroom Newspaper’s Value 


|| Seen by Teacher at Hillview |Sentence Near 


The publication of a news- 
paper in a fifth grade classroom 
is a valuable tool in the enrich- 
ment of the English language 
program, a Menlo Park teacher 
writes in a professional journ- 
al. 

The article, titled, “A Fifth 
Grade Publishes a Newspaper,” 
appears in the January issue 
of “Elementary English,” a 
publication of the National 
Council of Teachers of English. 
It was written by Mrs. Mar- 
jorie Lake, fifth grade teach- 
er at Hillview school. 

Some of the advantages of 
teaching English via newspap- 
er preparation include the fact 
that it accents correct speli- 
ing, makes punctuation mean- 
ingful, places emphasis on 
verbs when headlines are writ- 
ten and encourages use of the 
dictionary. 

Other effects, Mrs. Lake 
writes, include the facts that 
pupils do more reading be- 
cause they’re looking for 
factual material to use in 
their articles, and that the 
work involves criticism, an- 
alogy and interpretation. 
Conceding that most English 
teachers have limited journ- 
alism backgrounds, Mrs. Lake 
adds that there are definite ad- 
vantages which can be evalu- 
ated. 

“When children write not 
just for the teacher, but for the 
possible publication and con- 
sumption of fellow pupils, they 
are motivated to a high degree. 

“When they summarize a 
class trip to the zoo, they are 
writing for an audience many 
of whom did not know the class 
went there until they read a- 
bout it in the school paper. 
‘VALUABLE’ 

“Therefore the finished pa- 
per is a valuable reading ex- 
perience for all who can read 
it. They read about friends and 
acquaintances, the topics are 
within their understanding and 
the difficulty generally appro- 
priate to their reading abil- 
ities.” 

Mrs. Lake’s article goes on 
to point out that under these 
circumstances the newspaper 
staff will strive for clarity, ¢o- 
herence and correct punctua- 
tion. 


“The school paper may do 


much to unify the school. Min- 
or problems may be handled by 
democratic expression of opin- 
ion in the school paper. School 
events are not forgotten or 
neglected when given proper 
publicity,” the article contin- 
ues. 

School newspapers also 
can be used to acquaint 
youngsters with opportuni- 
ties outside of the school, 
such as programs at parks, 
libraries and recreation cen- 
ters, Mrs. Lake’s article adds. 
But again she warns: 

“The school newspaper may 
be used as a means of com- 
munication by the admini- 
strators, but this should be sec- 
ond in importance and their 
articles should not appear on 
front pages. The school which 
publishes a newspaper to im- 
press outsiders, community 
leaders or boards of education 
usually fails with the children. 

“Childrens’ writings should 
come first in importance.” 


Spanking’ 
ls Backed 
In Portola 


The Portola Valley Elemen- 
tary School Board Tuesday 
night adopted a policy which 
permits corporal punishment 
for the first time in its district. 

The board by a 3-2 vote 
agreed that a school principal 
may spank a child in the pres- 
ence of a certified witness, such 
as a teacher, and with the prior 
consent of the parents. 

The policy statement stipu- 
lated that a broad, flat paddle 
be used in such disciplinary 
action. 

Mrs. Mary Myser and Board 
Chairman Dr. Milton Flocks 
abstained in the voting. Mrs. 
Myser stated she is definitely 
against corporal punishment in 
schools and Dr. Flocks explain- 
ed that such punishment need 
not be written out in policy 
form and expressed more mod- 
erate misgivings as to its need.

Rape Suspect 
Pleads Guilty; 


William J. Bocquoy, 38, one- 
time Nevada state highway pa- 
trolman, last week pleaded 
guilty to the Nov. 14 rape of 
a Menlo Park housewife. Sen- 
tencing was set for Jan. 30, fol- 
rowing receipt of a report from 
the probation department. 


The trial, conducted before

quoy’s mental condition. 


Bocquoy was arrested a 
short time after the rape, after 
he had turned over a laundry 
truck which he was driving, in 
Portola Valley. In the truck 
were found several items of 
jewelry reported taken from 
a home in unincorporated area 
west of Menlo Park and so he 
was charged with burglary as 
well as rape. 

Of the three psychiatrists to 
testify, one told the court that 
Bocquoy was sane at the time 
of the offense but too drunk to 
have a clear memory of the 
incident.

Parents Pitch In— 
Share The Work 


Does the typical Parent-Teacher Association unit con- 
sist of a coterie of “wheel-spinning” females who form com- 
mittees to investigate forming other committees? 

This indictment is made with a certain amount of 
regularity and has cropped up again in a school district 
near here. 

Those who support this view will find Ravenswood 
City School District officials hard to convince, however. 

You see, PTA volunteers have stepped in to do a job — 
that of staffing the elementary school libraries — which is 
of great value to the district. 

In some schools, the PTA volunteers have been active 
for some time. In others, they’ve just started this school 
year. Only one elementary school does not now have these 


aides. And at O’Connor School, it’s the Parents Club that 


does the job. 

Supt. of Schools Roderic V. Moore explained that the 
district would indeed like to have full-time librarians and 
adequate library space at all elementary schools. At this 
time, only the three seventh-cighth grade schools have 
librarians and full-scale libraries. 

However, the administration and school board feels 
they must solve the big problem of housing students before 
they can turn to the library question. 

In the interim, the ladies of the PTA (and Parents 
Club) are doing their part to help out. Mrs. Dorothy 
Bickett, library coordinator for the district, oversees the 
stocking of books and generally supervises the system. 

At most of the schools where parents help, a volunteer 
group chairman organizes the aides and sets up the work- 
ing hours. 

At Costano School, which began the program this 
year, eight women share the duty at the 2,700 volume 
library. The Willow School program has 15 regular aides 
and four substitutes, all under the direction of Mrs. Rose 
Butera. There, 5,000 books were circulated last year. 

Wheel-spinning? Not by a long shot.

It hasn’t happened thus far this winter but about once a 
year, a “major storm” strikes the area and several large 
limbs from some of the area’s ancient oaks and other trees 
go crashing into the street.

It would make the streets as safe as all get out, in 
relation to storm-caused hazards. 

It wouldn’t make the town any prettier, however. 

We hope the drastic alternative to things as they are 
is never taken.

Sequoia Board Could Have 
Made Boundary Decision 


In a recent editorial, we stated that we would reserve 


the right to comment upon the Sequoia Union High School 


District board of trustees’ final attendance area decision 
after it had been made. 

We felt it would be presumptious to state our own 
opinions before that time. 

At this point, that feeling is unchanged. But we 
would like to comment now on the board's indecision. 

As you know, the trustees, by a 3-2 vote, delayed 
drawing up final attendance areas for two months. 

We think the decision was a mistake and will work a 
hardship on parents, children, teachers and counselors. 

The cries of improvement groups for more study 
time had been heeded before. It would seem that they'd 
had plenty of that commodity —this topic has been 
debated for months and months. 

The only legitimate cry for time was heard from the 
Menlo Oaks group near Menlo-Atherton High School, 
which suddenly found itself involved in the compromise 
plan affecting the Menlo-Atherton and Ravenswood High 
boundaries. 

If this area had not been included in the new plan, 
the board ‘could have logically answered protestants Thurs- 
day night that sufficient time had been given and that they 
must now make their decision. 

The delay will mean that counseling of eighth 
graders who'll be entering high school will have to be 
done in hurry-up fashion, beginning in mid-March. 
Normally this important process starts in February. 

Those who have pushed for postponement of a decision, 
and those board members who voted for it, should realize 
how they've complicated the high school programming 
schedule. 

We think the logical time for decision had arrived and 
is now past. Let’s hope that the education of high school 
children hasn’t been hampered by the lack of a final de- 
cision. 

To the new committee formed to represent the im- 
provement groups involved, we wish all success in com- 
ing to terms on the various plans proposed for rear- 
rangement of boundaries. 

They have a difficult and perhaps impossible task to 
complete — within two months. 


Safer Highways ‘oar 
Will Cost Money 


Last year as compared with the year before, the Menlo 
Park police department recorded a significant reduction 
in the number of accidents which occurred in the town. 

They gave several reasons for this; not the least signifi- 
cant among their reasons for a lower accident rate was the 
fact that, at long last, there seems to be a growing public 
awareness of the need for safe driving practices. 

Public awareness of the hazards which accompany 
driving, probably, grows in direct relationship to the 
amount of congestion the individual motorist encounters. 

As more and more cars flood the streets and highways, 
then, motorists become more and more aware of the fact 
that they’re in danger more of the time. 

This leads to another observation of the police. Just 
about everything has been done in the way of law enforce- 
ment that can be done, they say; what is done next must 
be in the realm of engineering, to make our streets and high- 
ways safer. 

When one talks in terms of making highways safer from 
the engineering point of view, though, one finds oneself 
confronted with the same old requirement: Money. 

The biggest, most comprehensive plans for improve- 
ment of streets and highways before the public at this time 
is the combined city-county traffic master plan, to be voted 
on this spring. 

It calls for street improvements over the next three 
decades which hopefully will at least maintain the level 
of adequacy of the county’s roads, 

The city’s council and planning commission both have 
gone on record as approving the master plan. 

The adoption of such a master plan makes sense and, 
if we're all going to drive automobiles, we might as well 
do it under conditions which are as safe as possible. 

But don’t get bemused. Safer streets and highways are 
going to cost money. You'll have to add it in as part of the 
cost of operating an automobile. 
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View State Lottery Plan

George R. Reilly, representa- 
tive of the Central Coast coun- 
ties on the State Board of 
Equalization, has come out 
with a cure-all for the mount- 
ing cost of state government. 

Long an advocate — in a 
mild way—of a state lottery, 
he now proposes that a bill 
be introduced in the state le- 
gislature this year to that ef- 
fect. Reilly also has some 
other opinions that you may 
or may not agree with, but 
we will admit that his ap- 
proach to the entire picture 
is a strange one. 

The long-time board member 
says: “The taxpayer today is 
being squeezed out of the last 
few dollars necessary to take 
care of personal and family 
needs. Businessmen are find- 
ing that the costs of state gov- 
ernment, plus the additional 
federal taxes imposed upon 
them, have become so explo- 
sive that they begin to wonder 
whether the economy of our 
country can stand these strains 
... The inflationary high valu- 
ation of merchandise and per- 
sonal property will, if we con- 
tinue to raise valuations for 
assessment purposes according 
to our present laws and infla- 
tion, cause a very serious im- 
position of tax upon our peo- 
ple. 

“The homeowner today is 
confronted with what I consid- 
er near-confistication of his 
property if the tax rate con- 
tinues to soar. We are uncon- 
sciously taxing ourselves out of 
all proportion to sound reason- 
ings!” 

Few of us will have any 
argument with these facts; 
in a manner of speaking we 
have known of the dangers 
for some years. 

We do argue, however, with 
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the methods of changing this 
picture. 

Reilly makes some direct 
recommendations: 1. Cut down 
the costs of state and munici- 
pal government. (This is where 
the lottery bill is supposed to 
be the answer.) 2. Discontinue 
the “give away” of taxpayers’ 
funds by our federal govern- 
ment in the field of foreign 
aid, which now costs close to 
six billion dollars annually. He 
wants the aid money to go out 
as a loan, which. makes sense. 

3. “The people in each county 

of our state should by their 
votes express approval or dis- 
approval of the anual budget 
approved by their law-making 
body.” 

You can imagine how the 
people would react to such a 
proposal. Soon we would have 
no local government. Services 
would be cut to a point where 
even the schools might not 
be able to operate. This pro- 
posal is no more logical at the 
local level than it would be for 
the voters of the United States 
to decide how much the feder- 
al budget would be, even 
though we may all agree it is 
too high. Reilly is apparently 
reaching for something here, 
but we can’t find the logic. 

“We should study the vari- 
ous reasons for raising taxes 
to pay our explosive and 
mounting bills and consider 
paying them from a source 
of revenue that in my opin- 
ion will bring into the state 
treasury between five and 
eight hundred million dol- 
lars a year.” 

This is where the state lot- 
tery rises again. He goes on: 
“I am certain that my sug- 
gestion for a California Sweep- 
stakes Lottery for revenue 
raising purposes is the answer 


to our problem .. . I am not 
organizing a crusade against 
gambling — I am simply giv- 
ing expression to a problem 
that honest people seem to 
fear and that those who are 
now enjoying the special privi- 
leges and profits of legalized 
gambling in California and Ne- 
vada will fight.” 

He points to legalized card 
games and horse racing as two 
examples. He points out that 
sweepstakes tickets from other 
countries are mailed to people 
in the United States and even 
suggests that “in all of our 
larger cities stock and bond ex- 
changes and state mining ex- 
changes certainly present a 
method of investment by gam- 
bling.” 

Reilly could have presented 
several other methods of gam- 
bling. One of the most import- 
ant is the chance we take every 
time we get into our car or 
walk through crowded intersec- 
tions. The cost of lives and 
property damage is enough, to 
cut the state budget to a sensi- 
ble level. 

The idea that legalized gam- 
bling is the answer is so old 
it has whiskers. 

For the most part, the peo- 
ple who could afford to buy 
lottery tickets would know 
that the chances are too great 
to win. 

The people looking for a 
quick buck are the ones who 
couldn’t afford to play, but will 
provide the larger number of 
customers. No, Reilly, we're 
afraid you are barking up the 
wrong tree. 

If you can figure some way 
to cut federal, state and local 
government spending on a sen- 
sible basis, we’re all for you — 
but please, let’s forget your 
proposed legalized gambling 
bill. 


Lots of Public Meetings 


Persons new to this area 
gradually become aware that 
local governmental functions 
are carried on, largely, by a 
huge assembly of special dis- 
tricts. 

The situation is quite differ- 
ent than in most communities, 
where such things as fire pro- 
tection, the disposal of gar- 
bage, the operation of the 
dump, and so forth, are con- 
ducted as functions of a single 
city government. 


One of the more confusing 
results of the multiplicity of 
service districts is that, in a 
community such as Menlo 
Park, three or four different 
tax rates may be levied. 

Residents of incorporated 
Menlo Park who also reside 
in the Ravenswood School 
District pay more than resi- 
dents of Menlo Park who re- 
side in the Menlo Park Ele 
mentary School District, on 
the basis of their property 
valuation. 

Another confusing feature 
results from the fact that it’s 
almost impossible for a news- 
paper to report the activities 


of all of the boards, commis- 
sions and directorates in a giv- 
en area; moreover, the actions 
of some of these governing 
groups would be of marginal 
interest to the average reader. 

The newspaper’s problem is 
one of simple economics. It 
would be costly to send paid 
reporters to all of the meet- 
ings and also expensive to 
print summaries of the actions 
of all these boards. 

A devoted “attender of meet- 
ings” in this area could, how- 
ever, have a fine time. 

Starting at the Hall of Jus- 
tice and Records in Redwood 
City, such an individual could 
attend meetings of the county 
board of supervisors and the 
planning commission, which 
oversee things in unincorporat- 
ed areas near Menlo Park; he 
could attend the meetings of 
the boards of trustees of the 
four school districts which 
have territory in Menlo Park 
and Atherton; he could attend 
a couple of more regular meet- 
ings of the school districts serv- 
ing Portola Valley and Wood- 
side. 


Our dedicated “attender 
of meetings” also could then 
attend meetings of the Menlo 
Park Fire District board of 
trustees, the sanitary district 
board, the garbage and re- 
fuse disposal district govern- 
ing body, the high school dis 
trict board and perhaps also 
the trustees of the mosqquito 
abatement district which op- 
erates countywide. 

Our enthusiast might get 
around to attending the meet- 
ings of the Menlo Park and 
Atherton city councils—as well 
as that of Woodside. He might 
attend planning commission 
meetings in these towns also. 

But if he still doesn’t feel 
that he’s getting all the infor- 
mation about government that 
he needs in order to satisfy 
his whim, he can attend also 
meetings of such advisory 
groups as the Menlo Park rec- 
reation, water, traffic safety 
and library commissions. 

Just a listing of the groups 
that meet indicates a happy 
condition: There are hun- 
dreds of people in the south

CASE FOR THE WILLOWS 
Editor, the Recorder: 

As everyone is aware, the Sequoia Union High School 
Board of Trustees, at its January 17 meeting, voted to 
suspend any decision on high school redistricting between 
Menlo-Atherton and Ravenswood High Schools for 60 
days, pending further study by the people in the areas 
affected. Although the Willows Association did not favor 
any delay in making a decision, the delay may help to 
increase the community understanding of the complex 
problems involved and will hopefully lead to a generally 
acceptable solution. It should be noted that since the orig- 
inal decision by the Board in April, 1962, the entire com- 
munity has shown more awareness of the problems involved 
and has demonstrated its willingness to deal directly and 
effectively with them. 

The Willows Association has been working for many 
months on possible solutions to the difficulties created by 
over-crowding at Woodside High School and under-capac- 
ity student enrollment at Ravenswood High School. It has 
been our position and still is our position, that the Willows 
proposal, with possible modifications, offers the only per- 
manent solution. In essence, the Willows proposal con- 
templated a shift in student population between Ravens- 
wood and Menlo-Atherton High Schools sufficient to 
equalize the two schools in the areas of ethnic balance and 
educational opportunity. Such a shift will also solve the 
over-crowding problems at Woodside by accommodating 
these students at Menlo-Atherton. 

The Board of Trustees has decided that equal ethnic 
balance between the two schools is essential in order to 
assure equal educational opportunity for our children. We 
are confident that this concept will gain increasing accept- 
ance in the District during the 60-day study period. Any 
new plan which may be presented must insure equal edu- 
cational opportunity and equal ethnic balance between 
these two schools, and should insure, insofar as possible, that 
this equality will continue into the future. 

The Willows Association will continue to work closely 
with other groups and individuals and with the Board in 
order to resolve this conflict and to restore harmony to the 
District.

ANSWERS ‘LETTER’ 


Editor, the Recorder: 


I am the father of a graduate of Menlo-Atherton High 
School, a junior at Woodside and an eighth-grader at Oak 
Knoll, who doesn’t know where she will attend high school. 
I am, therefore, more than interested in the Sequoia High 
School Boundary dispute. As a matter of fact, I am so 
interested in it that I have spent the better part of three 
months attending meetings devoted to this specific issue. I 
am also one of the West Menlo Citizens who called for the 
meeting at Burgess Theater in December and helped pre- 
side. Therefore, I feel well qualified to answer the letter 
to the editor printed in last week’s Recorder, which referred 
to the feeling of bigotry present at this assembly, and also 
the absence of the word “race” in the petition circulated by 
the Menlo Park High School Boundary Committee and 
signed by over 2000 West Menlo residents.

“But I am ashamed of my community as I felt 
bigotry present at the meeting. I know many of you 
felt the same.” 

Let me state here and now, I am not ashamed of my 
community, but extremely PROUD of it! The meeting at 
Burgess was the most orderly, intelligent meeting of its type 
I have ever attended. Every person who wished to speak 
was recognized and listened to respectfully and attentively, 
including a number of representatives from groups that did 
not agree with our petition. 

Now, as to the petition that was signed by 2000 West 
Menlo residents, this petition was read to the assembled 
group and it is assumed that all who signed it would read 
it thoroughly. There was not reference to the word “race” 
in this petition, because it was the unanimous decision of 
the people who wrote it that our problem in West Menlo 
was, and still is, one of distance, transportation and ex- 
posure of our children to the number of main traffic thor- 
oughfares to be crossed in order to reach Ravenswood High. 

I cannot deny that you will find a small number of 
bigoted people in attendance at any gathering the size of 
the Burgess meeting, and possibly the writer of last week’s 
letter found them all and spoke to them. I personally spoke 
to a good portion of the 300 plus people there, both before 
and after the meeting, and was particularly gratified at the 
lack of bigotry present. 

In conclusion, I wish to say that with the exception of 
the references to the Burgess meeting and what our petition 
did or did not state, I completely agree with the basic 
thoughts expressed by the writer of last week’s letter. I 
might add that I personally feel and hope the great majority 
of West Menlo residents do also. My immediate reason 
for answering it is to correct that which I consider an 
erroneous impression of what transpired at the Burgess 
meeting, and what our petition stood for. We certainly 
have enough problems in this world of ours without creat- 
ing them where they do not exist.

CONCERN OF ALL 
Editor, the Recorder: 

The sequence of developments in the Menlo Atherton- 
Ravenswood high school boundary realignment has _ pro- 
vided an interesting example of an unfortunate character- 
istic so often manifested by the average man in his partici- 
pation in civic affairs; i.e. “until and unless it somehow 
affects or threatens me personally, I couldn't care less.” 

One by one the residents of first the Willow areas, then 
West Menlo, Linfield Oaks, Menlo Oaks, etc., have orga- 
nized and protested as the threat of transfer of their chil- 
dren to Ravenswood High School has loomed. For eight 
months the Willows Residents’ Association bore the burden 
almost alone with only a few words of commiseration from 
time to time — “sorry it has to happen to you, but some- 
one has to go to help fill up the school.” Then others 
clamored aboard as more inclusive boundary realignment 
plans were suggested. 

Isn't it time now that all of the taxpayers in the Sequoia 
Union High School District become concerned and de- 
mand an intelligent solution to the problem of empty class- 
rooms at Ravenswood. One cannot help but wonder if some 
members of the School Board are not listening to friends, 
to business associates, to potential customers, to selfish 
community leaders — all of whom somehow feel their social 
status and public image may be affected by the high school 
their neighborhood children attend. 

We have the Ravenswood High School facility built 
and supported by the taxpayers of the District. We have 
students aplenty to fill it to planned capacity of 1650 and 
in doing so very simply make it comparable academically, 
socio-economically and ethnically to the other high schools 
in Sequoia District. How can any thinking taxpayer, con- 
scientious voter or reasonable parent who has taken but a 
few minutes to consider the facts permit our elected repre- 
sentatives on the Sequoia School Board to make any de- 
cision except one that provides for a permanent solution to 
the problems at Ravenswood and that corrects past mistakes 
as much as possible and ensures full use of all the buildings 
and facilities in the Sequoia High School District.

25 Years Ago: 
Firemen 
Reported 
Small Loss 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub 
lished, were news in the 
young community. 


January 14, 1938: 


Damage by fire to buildings 
and their contents was held to 
a minimum in the Menlo Park 
Fire District during 1937, ac- 
cording to the annual report 
filed with the board of fire 
commissioners by Chief Thom- 
as Cuff. Buildings were dam- 
aged to the extent of $12,095 
and furnishings valued at 
$4105 were destroyed. The 
total fire loss was $16,200. 

The assessed valuation of the 
district, which includes Menlo 
Park, Atherton, East Palo Alto, 
Ravenswood North Palo Alto 
part of North Fair Oaks and 
all intervening territory, is 
$10,698,485. 

Within the fire district lim- 
its, 351 new buildings were con- 
structed during the year and 
12 buildings constituting fire 
hazards were demolished. 

The following major im- 
provements were effected dur- 
ing the year: 

New Atherton fire station 
completed on Almendral Ave- 
nue and engine company and 
emergency squad truck com- 
pany put in service at that sta- 
tion. 

Five hundred gallon pump- 
ing engine and water wagon 
purchased. 

Twelve hundred feet of hose 
purchased. 

Pumping engine motor re- 
built. 

Four firemen added to the 
force. 

Six meters installed on Hetch 
Hetchy main for large water 
supply in Ravenswood and Wil- 
low Road districts.

Dr. Ross Headley, former 
teacher at the Woodside Ele- 
mentary School, was in the Bay 
Area to help recruit teachers 
for U.S. dependents’ schools in 
Europe and the Orient. The 
41-year-old educator is direc- 
tor of research for dependents’ 
schools in Germany, France, 
Itatly and Ethiopia. 

“The German - American 
Elementary School in West 
Berlin is the most exciting 
thing I’ve seen in education 
to date,” Dr. Headley declar- 
ed while visiting the Ed- 
Edward G. Russell home in 
Woodside. 

He explained that the school 
includes both German and Am- 
erican teachers and students 
and that all classes are bilin- 
gual. 

“The English-speaking stu- 
dents are taught exclusively in 
German and the German-speak- 
ing in English,” he said.

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* "Project M’ Scientists Figure On Moving to MP in 14 Months 


Scienists ject the world’s 
biggest instrument for basic 
research, Stanford University’s 
two-mile linear electron accel- 
erator, will move into the first 
building located on the acceler- 
ator site next March. 

Dr. Richard B. Neal, associ- 
ate director of the project and 
head of its technical division, 
said exacavation for the accel- 
erator’s underground housing 
began this month and installa- 
,, tion of the first accelerator 
** components should commence 
approximately 14 months from 
now. 

Completion of the $114,000,- 
000 atom smasher is scheduled 
for 1966. Full-scale research 
operation is expected one year 
later. The project is being fi- 
nanced under a contract with 
the U.S. Atomic Eneregy Com- 
mission. 

Dr. Neal made his progress 
report on the new Stanford 
Linear Accelerator Center at a 
joint meeting of the American 
Physical Society and the Amer- 
ican Association of Physics 
Teachers in New York City. 

“Work at the accelerator 
site, about two miles from 
the "stanford campus, is well 
under way,” said Dr. Neal. 
“Initial site work consists of 
road construction, prelimi- 
nary excavation and earth- 
work, initial utilities, and the 
first two major buildings. 

“After occupancy of the first 
building, the test laboratory, 
in March, the schedule calls for 
completion of the first 333- 
foot sector of the accelerator 
housing and klystron gallery 
by March, 1964. Installation of 


accelerator components will 
start at that time.” 
The four-inch, 10,000-foot 


copper tube of the huge ma- 
chine is being fabricated in 
10-foot lengths by a brazing 
, technique developed at Stan- 
” ford. It will be installed in the 
underground housing, which 
will be covered over with earth 
as a chield against radiation 
while the accelerator is run- 
ning. 

On the surface of the ground 
directly above, a long gallery 
will be built for the 240 kly- 
stron tubes that will furnish 
the machine’s power. Each will 
have a 24-billion-watt peak and 
22,000-watt average power out- 
put. 

“Designs for major items in- 
cluding the modulators, va- 
cuum system, support and 
alignment system, water cool-

The 40-member DPDTC will 
supply the volunteer instruc- 
tors, which will work in re- 
lays of four weeks each. All 
are experienced dog owners 


and trainers and all have ex-| 


hibited their dogs in various 
shows. 

Qualifications for the dog 
are few. Distemper shots are 
a must. Age should be at least 
ten or 11 months. Other than 
these, any canine is “in”. 


Any particular breed the 
smartest? “No,” Mrs. Dyer 
says, “Some of the little mon- 
grels learn as fast as pure- 
breeds. How fast the dog learns 
depends on the work of the 
child training it.” 

The preferred minimum age 
of 10-11 months is because 
puppies don’t retain what they 
learn. “They learn quickly 
enough but they forget,” Mrs. 
Dyer noted. It is NOT too late 
to teach an old dog new tricks, 
either. The Club has trained 
many that were over six years 
old. But the younger adult 
dogs are the best bets. “And 
there’s always a clown in the 
crowd, so they’re fun to watch,” 
Mrs. Dyer says.

Here’s a What-to-Do Primer for All Would-Be Rosarians ~ 


The novice gardener, want- 
ing to plant some roses, is apt 
to visit his nursery, buy 4 
few bushes and set them here 
or there in his garden. The re- 
sult is several bushes of bloom 
and some wonderful bouquets 
for the house. But is this all 
‘one should expect? It is not. 


The rose is not only a won- 
drous vehicle for bloom but 
a versatile shrub for landscape 
use as well. It comes not only 
in a hundred and one varieties 
but in several sizes and shapes 
to fit various needs in the gar- 
den design. 

Specifically we have minia- 
ture roses, floribunda roses, 
hybrid tea roses, grandiflora, 
pillar and climber roses — six 


different rose types, all with 
their place in the landscape. 
We also have some hybrid teas 
trained to standard or tree 
form, making seven types in 
all, and the would-be rosarian 
should not be content until he 
has tried them one and all. 

Rose hobbyists, of course, 
must have their sunny beds 
which are devoted exclusively 
to roses. In these will be found 
hybrid tea, floribunda and 
grandiflora roses, the three 
types which comprise the bulk 
of roses on the market and, be- 
cause of their bush form, the 
types which are suited to 
growing in featured beds. 

He also will have pillar ros- 


es growing against fences or 


up a post, climbers trained 
along the fence or against the 
wall of the house, miniatures 
in pots and, perhaps, in the 
rockery or foundation. And 
‘what would the true rose gar- 
den be without its share of tree 
roses to line a walk or drive- 
way? 


In addition to the above nam- 
ed use for floribunda and 
grandiflora roses, the gardener 
should also try them in groups 
of a single variety. Several 
grandifloras stand out in beau- 
tiful contrast to the back- 
ground of a grapestake fence 
— or any fence. A row of flori- 
bunda roses, closely planted, 
makes an informal and highly 
colorful hedge.

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It is the hybrid tea rose, 

however, on which experienced 
gardeners rely most heavitly. 
Despite the fact that they 
are more limited in their lands- 
cape use, these produce the 
best individual flowers for 
show and cutting. The two 
new All-America rose selec- 
tions for 1963 both are hybrid 
tea — Tropicana and Royal 
Highness. There are countless 
winners in the group, dating 
back to the first All-America 
rose selection winners in the 
1940’s, and most all of them 
still are available. 
It is from the hybrid tea 
group, also, that most of our 
tree roses and climbing roses 
have been propagated, though 
both grandiflora and floribun- 
da varieties are to be found as 
climbers. 


The novice often asks what 
the difference is between 
grandiflora and floribunda 
roses. By the way of back- 
ground explanation, the flori- 
da is a cross between a poly- 
antha (like the old-fashioned 
Cecile Brunner type) and a 
more modern hybrid tea. The 
result: a free bloomer. with 
larger blossoms in the manner 
of a hybrid tea, though not so 
large as the latter. 


Grandiflora roses were de- 
veloped by crossing a flori- 
bunda with a hybrid tea, pro- 
ducing thereby a floriferous 
rose of even larger size than 
the floribunda. The plant 
grows like a hybrid tea and 
produces blooms in mass like 
the floribunda. 


And if you’re planting roses 
for the first time know, too, 
that supply of the different 
varieties is greater now than 
it will be when the bareroot 
season ends in March. 

The one thing to bear in 
mind about bareroot roses is 
that the roots should never 
be allowed to dry out. Plant 
them as soon as you get them 
(nurseries have pamphlets amd 
books which detail the plant- 
ing procedure). And if you 
can’t plant them the same day, 
bury the roots in moist soil un- 
til you can. But don’t delay too 
long, for roses break their dor- 
mancy early in California and 
you wouldn’t want them start- 
ing to grow in temporary 
quarters. 


And finally, check the label 
on the rosa bush you buy: No. 
1 grade is the best quality, No. 
1% is second best. Grade size 
‘must be shown on the seca or 
package.

An Invaluable Asset... 


The wonderful world of books can offer even more 
than education to the adult who has grown up with A 
books as companions. Reading for specific knowledge 
is a part of every student's school life. Reading for 
pleasure and entertainment is a bonus that will enlarge 
general knowledge and add richness to leisure hours. 


If the humanities are to stay in step as the body of 
scientific knowledge increases, it will be because libraries 
are an environment as inviting to youngsters as to their 
elders. 
In Menlo Park, it is a matter of record that library 
use is far above average by the yardstick of national 
patronage of such institutions, according to Phil Morales, 
head librarian. Each month, for example, 24,000 books 
are lent to 15,576 members. A 


Children who can write their names are encour- 
aged to hold library cards; however, it’s safe to assume 
that one card serves a family in many cases. 

Spending an hour or so in the Menlo Park library 
reveals many things besides the atmosphere of relaxed 
and unselfconscious pursuit of knowledge. In this series 
of pictures examining a segment of the library’s patrons, 
it becomes apparent that children are encouraged, not 
just tolerated. 

A childrens’ librarian is part of a staff of eleven. 
Small children are under her wing; the older may select 
books where interest or direction points them. 

Special services for pre-school, elementary and high ot ee 
school children (designed also for adult use) include a 
constantly growing supply of current and classic fiction, 
a remarkably complete junior non-fiction section; a repre- 


sentative selection of periodicals; a relatively new record 
collection; heavy duty reference texts and a photostat 
service to duplicate text material.
